An official of the foreign office in- 


formed the Associated Press that it 
was rather premature to speak of the 
negotiations but he intimated that the 
government had taken the initiative in 
looking to a resumption 
of 
the ex- 


change of views. The government had 
always hoped, the official added, that 
tho negotiations would bo resumed and 
realized that tho present was the most 
opportune time as tho peoples of tho 
two countries recognized that it was 
to th«ir mutual benefit that the ques- 
tions of dispute bo amicably settled. 


The negotiations which are apt to be 


resumed have a particular reference to 
Afghanistan, where each desires that 
the orher government guarantee not to 
extend its sphere of influence. Russia 
has shown H desire to reach an under- 
standing by curbing the aggressive) 
policies of hci border governors. This 
has created a good impression in Great 
Britain.

Britain is willing to recognize Russia's 
special privileges 'in South Turkey, in 
return for Russian assurance of non- 
aggressive policy on tho Indian fron- 
tier, tho Associated Press was given to 
understand that tho question- has not 
been discussed officially.

ALLEGED BOER RISING 


IN SOUTHWEST AFRICA. 


BERLIN, .Oct. 7.—-The government has 


received an answer from General Von 
Trptha, commanding the German forces 
in" Southwest Africa, to a cabled re- 
quest for information concerning the 
reported Boer plot to overthrow Ger- 
man rule in Southwest Africa. General 
Von TroOm represent **« newspaper 
reports of the incident as much ex- 
aggerated. 


He says a certain young Boer inform- 


ed the Windhoek police that teamsters 
from Cape Colony who wert in the Ger- 
nilian service had formulated a plan to 
attack a German wagon train, accom- 
panied by a herd of cattle, which they 
meant to steal and drive across the 
British frontier. 
The police arrested 


four of the ringleaders of the plot and 
detained them pending an investigation. 
There was no evidence, General Von 
Ttotha says, that they were conspiring 
with the natives. 


The dispatch makes no mention of 


Andrew Dewct, a, nephew of the Boer 
general, who previously -was reported 
as having been arrested with four other 
Boers, accused of plotting the over- 
throw of German rule in Southwest Af- 
rica. 
The date of General Von Tro- 


tlia's dispatch is not made public.

HE recent announce- 


ment that a time had 
b«*n fixed upon as 
trial day for the twen- 
ty or more packers 
and corporations In- 
dicted July 1 by the 
federal grand jury at 


Chicago is fresh evidence that the pros- 
ecution of the beef trust will be push- 
ed. Ever since the finding of the grand 
jury the United States district attor- 
ney's office for the northern district of 
IMUiola has bevn the scene of rrcat 
at-tivity. 
Assistant Attorney General 


Oliver E. Pagln has been in constant 
co-operation 
with District Attorney 


Charles B. Morrison, and the govern- 
nt-ni has evidently spared no effort to 
perfect the preparatory work. 


The Indictment of these individuals 


and corpor.uions was not the result of 
a hasty and ill advised Judgment on 
the part of th«- grand jurors. 
Its in- 


spiration was neither malice nor sen- 
timent. It was a deliberate and well 
digested conclusion arrived at after 
ninety days of patient and laborious 
investigation. 
The accused had every 


opportunity to pose as victims of an 
un.fust popular suspicion. There is no 
reason to believe that they neglected 
the last remaining chance to Influence 
public opinion. It is quite certain that 
they did not make a favorable impres- 
sion on the members of the federal 
grand Jury. 


Seventeen of the number indicted, In- 


cluding the half dozen millionaires who 
control the meat supply of a large por- 
tion of the world, are charged with 
having organized a commercial con- j 
splracy which resulted in increasing

TO.- * of meat to 
the 
consumer. 


Along with iiii- companies they repre- 
sent they are accused of banding to- 
gether to restrain trade and to mo- 
isopolize the meat product in violation 
of the Sherman 'antitrust law of 1890.

Further- 
more, they are declared to have com- 
bined unlawfully a number of smaller 
packing companies into the National 
Packing company, with the result of, 
stifllnc competition and restraining the 
free expansion of commerce. 


The. history of the prosecution of the 


boof trust la very interesting to the 
student of American affairs. It actual- 
ly began on May 10, 1902. when at- 
torneys acting for the government and 
directed by the president petitioned 
Judge Peter S. Grosscup in Chicago 
for an Injunction forbidding the pack- 
ers to combine in restraint of trade. 
The injunction was granted on May 27 
and orders were Issued by the packers 
to their agents and employees to obey 
implicitly. 
That the injunction was 


soon disregarded was made evident in 
a letter from President Roosevelt to 
Paul Morton (who was then retiring 
from the navy department), relating to 
the rebate discussion. 
"We have evi- 


dence that the packers have willfully 
ami deliberately violated the Qrosscup 
injunction," wrote the president.

Chicago. More than 300 witnesses In 
all were summoned. 


The day on which these subpoenas 


were served was one of the most ex- 
citing in the history of the packing 
business. At first there was an active 
scurrying to get under cover, but when 
it was seen that attempts to evade serv- 
ice were vain the packers veered about 
and professed a great willingness to 
help the government in every1 way pos- 
sible. 
They insisted that they had 


obeyed the injunction to the letter and 
that if any slip had been made it was 
the fault of employees who had dis- 
obeyed orders. 
In spite of this ap- 


parent eagerness to further the in- 
vestigation the prosecutors did not for 
a moment relax their vigilance, and 
subsequent events proved that they 
were wise. When the witnesses began 
to assemble it was discovered by the 
government secret agents that they 
were being subjected to the powerful 
blandishments of the enemy. Before 
the investigation had been under way 
a week the jury was compelled to in- 
diet an agent of the packers who had 
attempted to influence a witness. 


Nothing that the now thoroughly 


aroused packers could do was sufficient 
to stave off the indictments. They fell 
fast and thick. They were as definite 
and explicit as if the offense had been 
burglary. 
The first count relates to 


the formation of the corporations in- 
dicted, naming the officers and telling 
where the several companies bought 
their cattle, where they were slaugh- 
tered and where were the principal 
markets for the sale of the meat. The 
count also declares as a fact that the

agents of the companies should not bid 
against each other while buying at the 
stockyards, but should only pretend so 
to do.

company, Michael Cudahy president- 
purchased the capital stock, property 
and good will of the several corpora- 
tions mentioned and united them In the 
National Packing company for the pur- 
pose of checking competition. The in- 
dividuals -,vho composed the absorbed 
companies were required io sign agree- 
ments binding themselves to remain 
out of tie business for a. stated term 
of years, thus securing the new own- 
ers a monopoly of the beef trade. 


The eighth count of the indictment 


makes specific charges with reference 
to the formation of the National Pack- 
ing company, and the ninth and tenth 
relate to the trust's control of* the for- 
eign beef .trade. It is alleged that the 
beef trust controls 70 per cent of all 
the dressed beef product shipped from 
the United States and that in Europe

bates by the railroad companies.

this manner, it is charged, the concern 
indicted secured reductions amounting 
to about one-half of the regular rate. 


These charges of the federal grand 


Jury are of sufficient gravity to cause 
even so well intrenched a monopoly as 
the beef trust to pause, but they are 
puerile compared with those which will 
be made by the army of consumers of 
its beef products if the reports of re- 
cent Investigators are true. According 
to one of these, food experts the pres- 
ent practice of the trust, after obtain- 
ing control of practically all the prime 
beef In the country and putting a value 
on It, Is to say further:

believe, however, that a single pou:>,i 
of prime beef ever enters into any of 
the myriad products anii Ingenious food 
makeshifts which come from the pack- 
ing houses. Good beef If the same to- 
day as ever: it Is only Its prlre that 
has altered and has made its use <]- 
most prohibitive. That fact has co-.i- 
tributed greatly to tho advantage of 
the trust, by creating s market for the 
food inventions which It bait evolved. 
It has also provided a market for nil 
the hitherto unmarketable stock in ih« 
country. 
At first thought this would 


seem to be an act of unparalleled gooi- 
ness and generosity. 
Further Investi- 


gation proves It to be one of the most 
venal schemes ever devJsed against the 
welfare of the human race. The con- 
dition of the poorer classes of cattle 
nowadays shipped to be slaughtered for 
canning and kindred purposes Is fear- 
ful to contemplate. 
The revelations 


brought about by the investigation into 
the food supply issued as rations to 
the American army during the Spanish 
war arc still iresh in the memories of 
those who made that campaign, and 
there is not the slightest evidence to 
show that there has been a reform. 


This low grade and formerly unmar- 


ketable class of animals, technically 
known as "canners." has become the 
most profitable division of the packing 
house Industry. 
On account of the 


cheapness of handling and the facili- 
ties at hand for utilizing the byprod- 
ucts, such carcasses are almost clear 
profit. 
If the beef trust were com- 


pelled to abandon all further traffic In 
prime and legitimate meat food it 
might still reap an Immense profit from 
the manufacture of the hundred and 
one alleged dainties that come from it* 
factories. 


In every civilized country on ths 


earth except the United States the gov- 
ernment provides adequate inspection 
of all animals slaughtered for food pur- 
rases. There Is also nominal Inspection 
In America, but owing to the vast num- 
ber of carcasses to be inspected and 
the limited number of inspectors pro- 
vided the operation Is little less than 
farcical. 
At the Chicago stockyards 


the number of animals received In one 
week sometimes approximates 800,000. 
and there are only fifty Inspectors. 
This would mean, if it had a rational 
meaning, that every inspector, working 
eight hours a day, must inspect two 
animals a minute.

:\s «n evidence that the czar had aban- 
doned the unpopular policy into which 
ho had been forced by the grand duca! 
party, for since the beginning of the 
war M. \Vitte had been the uncom- 
promising foe of the bureaucracy. By 
the war party Itself it was accepted 
with secret delight. 
It was believed 


implicitly that M. Wine's Waterloo 
was in sight: that he had undertaken 
more \han he could accomplish and 
that his certain failure would put an 
eud to his influence with the czar. 


The result has been a triumph for the 


Liberals, a slap in the face for the Re- 
actionaries, an unmistakable boost to 
Russia's waning diplomatic prestige 
And. above all. a tremendous Increase 
in M. Witte's popularity with 
the 


mass** and influence with his sov- 
ereign. When in August. 1903. this re- 
markable man was relieved of his office 
of minister of finance and "kicked up- 
stairs" fnto the comparative sinecure 
of president of The committee of min- 
isters, it was believed generally, both 
nt home and abroad, that his period of 
activity had come to an enforced end.

closed in daylight and always open In 
the dark." They had not given suffi- 
cient weight to the powerful and "per- 
nicious" influence which M. Witte ex- 
ercteed over the autocrat. 
That was 


their supreme mistake. When the cri- 
sis came. Nicholas turned his royal 
buck upon his kinsmen and called to 


his aid this man of the people in whom 
he trusted. 


Witte began life at the bottom of the 


ladder. He is not.even of noble birth, 
coming from a family of Dutch emi- 
grants which settled in Russia two 
generations ago. He was born at 
Tifiis, the capital of the Russian gov- 
ernment of Georgia, In 1S49. Although 


he was a very poor man, M. Witte's 
father sent his son'to a provincial uni- 
versity, and he was graduated with 
mathematical honors . As luck would 
have it, he found immediate employ- 
ment as clerk on the. Transcaucasian 
railroad. 


At this time there .was great dissat- 


isfaction 
with the railroad 
service 


among the farmers along the lir.e, which 
runs through one of the heaviest wheat 
producing 
districts of the 
empire. 


Shipments of grain were In the habit 
of dwindling in the most astonishing 
manner during transit. If 10,000 poods 
were forwarded. 7.000 only would be 
delivered. 
The railroad employees der 


Glared that the shrinkage was natural: 


, due to the drying of the grain. The 


farmers withdrew their patronage and 
began to ship by water or wagons. 
Young Witte saw that the road wasi 
losing custom and began an investiga- 
tion on his own account. He very soon 
discovered the existence of a whole- 
sale conspiracy to steal the grain en 
route. 
Tho railroad officials winked 


at the theft and pocketed their share 
of the proceeds. 
The plucky young 


clerk collected convincing proof of the 
conspiracy and took it to the govern- 
ment minister of communications. As 
a reward he wa.s promoted to the posi- 
tion of station master. 


Shortly afterward the Russo-Turktsh 


war broke out. Russian methods in 
that campaign were quite as muddled 
as they have been during the recent 
war. The men at the front were starv- 
ing for the supplies which were sent, 
but never reached them. The negli- 
gence and incapacity of the railroad 
officials were such that all the stations 
on the lines leading to the seat of war 
were clogged to the. verge of immobil- 
ity. 
Witte found his o\vn station block- 


ed with freight. He wired for instruc- 
tions and received none. 
The young 


official announced his intention of pro- 
ceeding- on his own responsibility. The 
horrified division superintendent warn- 
ed him that his official head would be 
the price of his interference. He went 
to work and within a week order was 
restored and everything began to move 
in Its regular order. At the close of 
the campaign Witte was made director 
of traction. 


The president of the great Transcau- 
casian line was Visbnegradsky, who 
afterward became Russian minister of 
finance. He offered Witte an impor- 
tant government post, but the latter 
was so devoted to the railway business 
that he declined. A few months later, 
through Vishnegradsky's Influence, he 
was appointed director of railways for 
the empire, a dazzling preferment for 
an almost unknown man. He held this 
position until 1892 and was then pro- 
moted to the ministry of ways and 
communications. As everybody knows. 


he was the chief mover In the great 
Transslberian railroad scheme. 
If it 


had not been for Witte the road woulrt 
still remain unbuilt. 
It may also be 


affirmed that if it had not been built 
the recent war. of which Wltte was 
from the beginning the mocr vigorous 
opponent, would not have been waged. 


In 18S3 Wltt« was raised to the lofti- 


est position in the government that. 
may be held by a. wubject of the c»ar. 
He was made minister of finance. Thi? 
made him the official huperior of all 
other members of the bureaucracy. All 
of his fellows were oblljred to turn to 
him for funds. 
He might, if he willed. 


veto their demands. 
He could ar- 


range commercial treaties without con- 
sulting any one. 
He had power equal 


to that of the American congress. 


Witte did not hesitate to use his 


power. 
He began by remodeling th* 


empire's finances. It was the worst 
system in Europe, but hi transformed 
it Into an institution which won the 
admiration of the world. 
He built 


railroads from the Baltic to the Pacific 
and from the Caspian to the White 
sea. He drained the treasury to pro- 
mote internal improvements of every 
description, but bis most Implacable 
enemy has not Impugned his motive* 
or denied that his hands have re- 
mained clean. He proved to be a won- 
derful financier. Without adding to th« 
burdens of the people he increased the 
revenues of the empire. ' 


Like all great men. he I* both Ior«4 


and hated. He is the idol of the peo- 
ple, 
but the most advanced Liberal 


leaders have been exasperated by his 
devotion to centralization', and his op- 
position to the scheme of making th« 
zemstvos representative. 
He opposed 


the Russiflcation of Finland, he is a 
strong advocate of a. free press and he 
has frequently taken sides with the 
workingmen In industrial disputes 
Ha

which cannot endure to be dominated 
by a man who has risen from the 
ranks; at which he may smile, since h« 
Is trusted by the oar.

Tho 
Prince of Wales was devoted to h!x 
youngest daughter, and so WHS her 
powerful grandmother. Queen Victoria, 
who made no secret of tho fac-t that 
she regarded it as an excellent match. 
Most potent of all, the British peopii' 
took a fancy to the match and set up u. 
clamorous demand. The Dane wtis well 
liked in England, and "Princess Harry," 
as her father dubbed her. was a prime 
favorite. King Christian and his ami- 
able queen were won over an<i the lov^ 
ers were married In the Chapel Royal 
in the presence of a. grot gathering of 
relatives and friends. 
The tntlrp Brit- 


ish nation smll'-d benignly and gave. 
itself up unreservedly to a general holi- 
day. 


Everybody was satisfied except th-> 


Danish crown princess. She ha-I fail- 
ed ingloriously Jn her attempt to bo- 
come the mother-in-law of a quren. 
but she still retained the powor to be- 
come the mother-in-law of tradition, 
and she embraced the opportunity with 
avidity. She declared that her English 
daughter-in-law should never have a 
crown of nor monoy—which was not a 
meaningless thrust, for the 
crown 
princess la very wealthy. She was so 
inhospitable that if tho Princess Maud'a 
father had not tak'n the precaution to 
have it put into the marriage settle- 
ment that the young couple w«rc to 
live at least half of each yrar in Eng- 
land the unwelcome bride would have 
had a rather trying time of it. As a 
result of Louise'* ill treatment, her ion 
and hts wife remained in England mart 
of the time. The Prince of Wal«a tare 
them a ploayant little home near his 
own at Ssndringhnm called Appl*ton 
House, and there their son was born.

MONO all the family 


trees of foreign origin 
which 
have 
thriven 


luxuriantly in Ameri- 
can soil that of the 
Belmonts is unique in 
one respect. All other 
golden ancestral oaks 
that have sprung from 


Kuropean seedlings were feeble and un- 
developed at the time of their trans- 
plantation. Th»t of the Belmonts was 
vigorous and already well rooted. 


Tin- respective progenitors of the new 


world .strains of the Belmonts and the 
Astors were strangely alike tn some of 
t h t i r American beginnings. 
Both of 


th-Tii were Germans, born in villages 
l'-.«s than a hundred miles apart. Each 
c.f them came to America In the year 
t'f his majority. 
Both of them had 


trifii to obtain a foothold in other 
places and had not been satisfied with 
the prrtspect. When John Jacob Astor 
landed in Baltimore his only posses* 
slons wore a few decrepit and priml- 
ilv- pianofortes of the day in sections, 
which he put together and offered for 
i-al". 
Me had tried to sell them in 


London, hut he had not succeeded. The 
Murylanders were equally slow in their 
appreciation of the young German's 
.-idick, and he was almost desperate 
when tlif golden opportunity to ex- 
change his shopworn outfit for furs 
kiinrked at his door. 
Then followed 


the rr-movul to New York and the slow, 
lalmrlnus accumulation of the twenty 
millions. 


August Belmont the elder came to 


Anu-rira as the financial exponent of 
I lie most potent money Influence In the 
world—the house of Rothschild. That 
he had succeeded at his age in con- 
vincing the heads of that house of his 
fitness for the mission is one of the 
most 
remarkable 
events that 
could 


happen in the career of any man. No 
on<! had ever accomplished it before him, 
and no one since his day has been 
equally successful. 
It adds greatly to 


his reputation to learn that he alone 
was responsible for his phenomenal 
1.1 ting at thia most prudent and con- 
sitTViitlvo banking house. 


His oarly life is involved in obscurity 


-•-an uh.scurity which he made no effort 
tn lighten. 
It is known, however, that 


l:i> was of the humblest peasant origin 
and that ho entered the Hamburg bonk- 
ing establishment of the Messrs. Roths- 
child In a menlnl capacity. At. the ngo 
of sixteen he had arrived at the dignity 
of a full Hedged copying clerk. There 
wns not a man In the establishment who 
porreivetl in him the financial astute- 
ness which slumbered In his youthful 
brain. 
Ife was merely August, the 


copying clerk, who could write a fair 
hand If he chose, but who was repri- 
manded sometimes for not doing so. 


Ilo was discovered suddenly and by 


act Mont. 
The Rothschilds had been 


asked by the Italian government to 
finance a scheme which would probably 
load to war even though it might final- 
ly lead to tho unification of Italy. There 
were numerous complications and tho 
matter involved the most careful and 
thorough investigation as well as the 
exorcise of almost superhuman Judg- 
ment. There was a difference of opinion 
among the- heads of the family, and 
they had all boon summoned to Frank- 
fort for .1 tinal consultation. 


The eon Terence, between the mighty 


brothers WHS held in tho little, parlor 
ttl the rear of the bank, and it was long 
and earnest.

Night approached, but no one

furt Rothschild went to tho door which 
opened into tho bank ami called loudly 
for light. As liiok would have it young 
};.-inio:it had remained to copy a folio 
thai ho had spoiled at tho first trial. 
Ho camo forward 
with alacrity-'and 


proceeded to light the lamps, tho bank- 
ers resuming their d'scusslon without 
reference to his presence. 


Tho brothers wore divided in their 


opinions. 
The 
French 
and 
Khglish 


houses were Jn favor of accepting the 
Italian proposition. A rise! m of Frank- 
fort and- his Viennese kinsman were 
opposed, 
-qnly assure me that the 


coalition will not be disrupted," cried 
the prudent Anselm. "and I will yield! 
AVho is there to assure roe of this? 
"I:" cried August. 
"Let me tell you 


why." 


At this he took the floor. The as- 


tounded bankers heard him in grim si- 
lence, and. Incredible as it may appear, 
his word* convinced ,the doubters. "It 


very first, also, he became a factor In 
the life of the growing city.

Belmont was unacquainted with the 
slandered beauty, but he became her 
champion instantly and challenged the 
critic to fight a duel. The challenge 
was accepted and the duel was fought. 
The author of the distasteful comment 
was unhurt, but Belmont was wounded 
In.the thigh, which put an end to his 
dancing, but made him a society herd 
for life. 


That was not the end of the ro- 


lavlshly, their t *pitab2e mansion be- 
ing the Araerio- 
rendezvous of all the 


foreign celebrif 
who visited the west- 
ern world. 


The elder r->>Imont was a diplomatist 


who compared favorably with the most 
competent statesmen of his day. In 
1853 
President Pierce sent him as 
charge d'affaires and minister to The 
Hague. At that time Holland's capital 
was the -very hotbed of European di- 
plomacy, and the American minister 
acquitted himself most creditably. He 
was the first to insist upon the Ameri- 
can representative's privilege of ap- 
pearing at court in plain evening dress. 
He was also the originator of the prin- 
ciple of international law that "private 
property on the high seas shall be ex- 


death, tn 1SSO, all of his children—threes 
sons and a daughter—were verging on 
the period of life popularly termed mid- 
dle age. 
Perry, the eldest, was then 


considered a man of great brilliance 
and stood easily at the head of the 
family. 
Of late years, however, Au- 


gust, the second son. has run away "with 
the primacy. It was their father's de- 
sire that jfach of his sons should be 
given an equal opportunity, and with 
that end in view he divided his proper- 
ty into four parts, each of the children 
recolvinr the same amount.

a mission to the papal court, always a 
difih-ult financial undertaking, and he 
made an admirable job of it. 


When he was about twenty Belmont 


went to Havana to make some de- 
ferred collections and to found a branch 
in Cuba.

after him. He was in great demand at 
alt social functions, being an accom- 
plished dancer and a suave and witty 
talker. His slight German accent was 
greatly admired ;|ind, strange as it may 
appear, found imitators. 
He always 


had plenty of money to spend, for he 
grew rich rapidly. His strong finan- 
cial backing enabled him to preserve an 
excellent credit In business.circles. 


In the course of 'time he became the 


mance. Belmont made the acquaintance 
of the young woman whose cause he 
had championed', so valiantly and mar- 
ried her eventually. 
'She was Miss 


Caroline Slddein Perry, daughter, of 
Commodore Mathew Calbraith Perry, 
who was then a great celebrity, for, he 
had just introduced Japan to U.. civil- 
ized world. Th'is all happened in 1849, 
and the marriage, added whatever was 
needed to make August Belmonfs so- 
cial position supreme. 
His bride was 


the niece of Commodore Oliver Hazard 
Perry of Lake Erie fame and was also 
related to various Revolutionary heroes. 
For many years their house in Fifth 
avenue, larger and more • pretentious 
than most of its fellows, was the center 
from which radiated the most exclu- 
sive and sparkling social happenings of 
the day. 
The Belmonts 
entertained 


empted from seizure by the armed ves- 
sels of a belligerent." For several years 
after his return from Europe Mr. Bel- 
mont was, chairman of the Democratic 
national committee, but resigned when 
Horace Gre.eley was nominated. 


Because he was such a liberal patron 


of the turf\and so deeply interested In 
its activitiep Mr. Belmont was termed, 
even in his lifetime, the "father of rac- 
ing in Ameftica."

At the time of the elder Belmonfs 


signing each of the trio the part he was 
likely to play. 


He often told them that he saw no 


reason why, united, they should not 
accomplish rather more,than he had 
done single handed. He warned them 
against ever becoming rivals and map- 
ped out for their guidance the course 
that would bring their unopposed en- 
ergies to abundant fruition. Perry was 
to be the family statesman. 
August, 


according to his father's neat allot- 
ment, was to be the supporter of the 
American turf. 
Oliver Hazard Perry, 


the baby of the family, was to be the 
society leader. All of them, of course, 
were to continue in the banking busi- 
ness, but he advised shrewdly that 
August should be regarded as the prac- 
tical head. 


Perry Belmont, born ten years before 
the civil war. was rather more care- 
fully prepared to assume his role in the 
Belmont scheme than the others. He 
earned degrees at Harvard and at Ber- 
lin and took the course at Columbia 
Law school. Before beginning the prac- 
tice of his profession on his own ac- 
count he spent three years in the office 
of the firm of Evarts, South may J & 
Choate, after which he formed a part- 
nership with Arthur Dudley Vinton, 
son of a rector of Trinity church, .and 
George G. Frelinghuysen, son of Ar- 
thur's secretary of state. Soon after- 
ward Perry Belmont entered politic* 
and was elected to the house of repre- 
sentatives from the First New York 


district 
H* was a member of four 
cons; rents and at one t!m* »tood promi- 
nently before the public .•« a speaker 
who had worsted th« talc-tued Biair.e. 
A great career was predicted for him. 
.but it has not yet come to pass. Presi- 
dent Cleveland rave him the Spanish 
mission, but Harrison refilled him u* 
speedily as It could be done; He re- 
mained a bachelor until l:x$$, when he 
was married to th* divorced wife of 
Henry T. Slciane. a wealthy X«w York 
merchant and rMlar-.thropisj. 
it was 


a marriage which ovt'krd much theo- 
logical and newspaper discussion. The 
elder B«Imom's casting of the horo- 
scope of his firstborn tin* not proved 
to be remarkably correct. 


Because lit- was descended from a 


great naval hero on his mother'* sid*. 
Oliver HnsanJ Perry Belmont wns sent 
to Annapolis. At the time of his grad- 
uation Undo Sam's naval service was 
so antiquated and uninspiring that tho 
young man resigned before h* had bvcn 
assigned to any duty and went hon;e. 
He married almost immediately on hia 
return, his bride being Miss Sarah 
Whitiug. The young couple spent their 
honeymoon in Paris, and young Bel- 
monfs post nuptial conduct was so un- 
conventional that his disillusionized 
companion h.>wt«ne(i feack to America 
and secured a divorce. 
Although ho 


has always maintained a rather promt 
nent position in society, "Ollte" B<-i- 
monfs going and cowing* haw been 
characterized by great eclecticism of 
behavior. 
Some of his eccentricities 


have become journalistic property and 
have helped greatly to krep him be- 
fore the public. He owns a beautiful 
residence at Newport — Belcourt—but 
since his marriage to the former wife of 
W. K. Vanderbiit he has not lived much 
at the famous resort. He has served 
one term In congress and once con- 
ducted a weekly paper. ih<> Verdict. 
now defunct. ,He may be paid to hav« 
fulfilled In some rc*pects ih* det<lr« 
of his father to have him become « man 
of elegant leisure. 


The present August Belmont hn» fol- 


lowed closely In hi* fnther'i footstep*. 
He has not yet demonstrated that he U 
his father's equal In every respect, but 
he Is endowed with his capacity for 
making money. 
His present wealth 


would not be easy to estimate, but it Is 
etiormous and Increasing rapidly. U* 
sdems to posses* the Mlda* touch, and 
fijr years everything- he has, done has 
brought financial success. 
He deals 


only in transactions which are beyond 
the comprehension of the ordinary 
mind. The head of the nyndlcate which 
financed the government loan of t*3.- 
000.000 and the chief promoter of thoNew 
York subway system, he Is also the re- 
sponsible creator of a score of money 
making entarprlaes. 
Neither of his 


Brothert has Increased his patrimony, 
but August !• far richer than his father 
ever was. 


Mr. Belmont hag not had his father's 


political good fortune.. His ono su- 
preme venture aa ft presidential War- 
wick in the last campaign was not en- 
couraging:," but no one lias beard him 
sighing. 
As a turfman he Is even 


greater than his father, and Ilia career 
in that direction has beer, marked by 
unusual dignity and hlfh mlndedness. 
He is not a society man, but 1* a re- 
nowned clubman, being * member of 
no less than twenty-two clubs. He haa 
been devoted to yachting for many 
year and is accounted one of the most 
accomplished amateur yachtsmen tn 
New York waters. 
Mr. Belmont haa 


been a widower for seven year* and 
has three SOUR, the oldest twenty-thr** 
and the youngest thirteen.

Lord Clinton's career in the east has 


been marked by notable success in the

ttu> baron and his beautiful wife, who 
was Mary Victoria Leiter of Washing- 
ton, have secured i\ firm hold on the 
affections of the East Indians. 
Al- 


though Lord Curzon was renppointed 
last year it wns apparent at that time 
that adverse influences were at work.

of Bengal. 
The enrldom is not a very 


ancient one, having been created in 
ISIS, although the baronetcy has been 
in existence for .00 years. The Elfiots 
have always maintained a close connec- 
tion with the military. An ancestor of 
the first earl was the Baron Heathfield, 
who defended Gibraltar In 17S2-S3. 


The new viceroy has an excellent 


military reputation. He became an en- 
sijrn In the Scots guards in 1S87. Ten 
yoars Infer he served with the Turkish 
army and was present when the Rus- 


sians forced the passage of the Danube 
in the face of the sultan's troops. In 
that same-year he was in the Afghan 
war and served with distinction. Two 
years afterward he was secretary to 
Lord Roberts at the Cape. la-ISS3 he 
volunteered for the Egyptian campaign 
and was wounded in action at the bat- 
tle of Tel-el-Kebir. 
The following 


year Minto went to Canada as the mili- 
tary secretary of the Marquis of Lans- 
downe, who was then governor general. 
He became quite prominent in the Riel 


insurrection in the northwest country, 
being chief of staff. When he was ap- 
pointed governor general of Canada, 
therefore, he had the advantage of be- 
ing well and favorably known in the 
Dominion.

The Mintos were greatly liked in 


Canada.- They went about everywhere 
in the most democratic fashion, and 
their friendly ways and love of the 
open made them welcome. 
Both the 


cart and his countess are devoted to

them in Canada. The children—there 
are five of them, two boys and three 
girls—were quite as« enthusiastic as 
their parents.

Both are crack 
shots, and Lady Minto had won sev- 
eral prizes at rifle matches In the old 
country. They were so captivated by 
the delights of the northwest that the 
entire family expressed a willingness 
to remain there. They shot deer and 
bears in British Columbia, angled In 
all the best salmon and trout streams 
and enjoyed yachting in the arctic wa- 
ters of the Yukon. Lady Minto, who is 
a clever photographer, made a camera 
diary of the tour. 


The Mintos' ancestral seat in Rox- 


burghshire is one of the most beau- 
tiful estates in Scotland. 
It consists 


of about 16,000 acres, situated in the 
very heart of which is denominated 
"the Scott country."

rich in memories not only of the El- 
liots, -who have won fame in the his- 
tory of the country, but also as the 
scene of many of the most popular bor- 
der ballads and romances and as a fa- 
vorite rendezvous of the bards them- 
selves.

Campbell wrote "Lochiel's Warning,"

and the immortal wizard of the north 
found much of his inspiration in the 
immediate vicinity. 
The nearest sta- 


tion is Hassendean. situated 
in a 


charming dell descending to the T».-iot, 
which figures In one of Scott's ballads. 
Near by are the famous Minto crags, 
which suggested to the poet Thomson 
the writing of his masterpiece "Win- 
ter.'" At the foot of these is a ekat- 
ing and curling pond where in winter 
the countess delights the villagers 
with her clever figure skating, which 
she brought to a state of great per- 
fection during her Canadian sojourn. 


Minto House is a great four story 


graystone structure built at the be- 
ginning of the last century and look- 
ing -very picturesque in Its verdant 
setting and background of beetling 
crags. Its library is among the most j 
noted private book collections in Eu- 
rope, most of the Elliots having been 
scholarly in their tastes. 
Its rare 


manuscripts and first editions are of 
great value. 
The present countess 


formerly owned the most exquisite set 
of miniatures in Scotland. 
She took 


them to Canada \vlth her, and the Do- 
minion climate proving detrimental to 
them she shipped them back to Scot- 
land. They were lout on the way an4 
have never been recovered. 


In appearance the Countess of Minto 


is strikingly youthful and so like her 
eldest daughter. Lady Eileen Elliot, 
that they are frequently confused.

Closing Statement*. 


In closing the session yestenUy af 


ternoon, Bishop Morrison made a few 
simple and impressive remarks regard- 
ing the.work of the session. He had 
never attended one market by a sweeter^ 
more sincere spirit and had felt not 
the slightest jar in the proceedings. 


He rejoiced, he said, in the prevailing 


harmony in the five conferences over 
which he is called upon to preside, from 
the extreme Northwest to Louisiana. 
The strengthening of ties 'in the North- 
west, he said, was especially noticeable. 
In southern California, the conference 
is out of debt in every respect and has 
$-2000 nhead, an almost unheard of thing 
for a Methodist conference, he said. 
And most of all, Louisiana and New Or- 
leans as its center, have had a marked 
forward movement in church work.
